simple example of perspective drawiDg as used 
in architecture, and carrying the lessons 
through the succeeding illustrations in a care- 
fully graduated progress, each being somewhat 
more difficult than the preceding, and each ex- 
plained by outlines and leaders which simplify 
the teaching to a very appreciable extent. The 
lessons lead up finally to the complete and 
finished drawing. There is a certain amount 
of explanatory text which is also useful. 

"Studies in Animal Painting," with 
eighteen colored plates, by Frederick Taylor, 
is a very clever little brochure, oblong in shape 
and tasteful in make up, intended as an aid to 
the student of Animal Painting in water colors, 
and gives practical hints in the text and most 
excellent reproduction of water coloring in 
the plates. The idea is to give the student 
forms which can be copied before sketching 
from nature itself is undertaken. " The great 
advantage of this plan is that the eye becomes 
acquainted with their forms before having to 
contend with the difficulty of their changing 
movements." The book is beyond question a 
useful one to the artist, and cannot fail to be 
interesting to anyone who loves animals — that 
extra quality in the human character which is 
indicative of perfect civilization.
